To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 

Pursuant to the requirement of law, I have the honor to 
submit io your honorable body the following biennial report 
of this department of the publie service for the years 1888 
and 1889: 

Of the American law reports we have to purchase the cur- 
rent volumes of ihe United States, and District Court 
Reports, also the digests and many of the Codes and Gen- 
eral Statutes, (gotten up by private individuals and are not 
exchanged, but for sale); the American law we have to pur- 
chase, special periodicals and reports not included in our 
inter-State exchanges. There is also a constant and increas- 
ing demand for new law text-books, and law magazines. It 
will also require the purchase of afew more statute laws of 
the various States and Territories to complete the set of 
American statute law to date. 

In the General Library the demand for books is always 
greater than the supply. Many reference books not in the 
Library are often called for. The Library is very deficient 
in scientific works. Students searching for ‘information in 
connection with their reading and study causes. a demand for 
works pertaining to -history, literature, science and arts. 
The topics also brought before the Legislature for legislative 
action creates the necessity for a constant addition of the 
latest and best editions of every encyclopedia, dictionary 
and statistical work of reference. tyes ; 

The Library otherwise is in fine condition, and now, takes 
rank with the best in the Union. Our reports of the several 
States of the Union are acquired by exchange, and in this 
department about six volumes arë wanting. to complete the 
sets of reports: 2 vol, of Va., 1 vol. of Ala., 1 vol. of Fla., 
1 vol. of N. H. and 1 of Oregon are wanting. In the depart- 
ment of Laws of the several States the chain is complete, 
except about thirty volumes, and we have eighty duplicate 
volumes of laws that ean-be exchanged for those wanting. 
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All money expended for the Library was for books, peri 
odicals, stationery, express money orders, furniture, book 
shelves, ete. The bills were submitted, and inspected by the 
Supreme Court Judges, and the itemized account approved 
by the Trustees, before the warrant was given by the Audi- 
tor. The vouchers are on file in the Auditor’s office, and the 
receipted bills are in my possession. The wall of the east 
end of the large Library fell out, and the Architect who 
inspected the Capitol building ordered the books on the first 
floor, and the books in Library No.1 on the third floor, 
removed. About eight thousand volumes were taken out of 
Library No. 1, third floor, and packed in a front committee 
room. Just before the Legislature convened the books were 
taken back into the Library, and there has not yet been time 
to have these books arranged as they had been and should be. 
Thirty-seven volumes of rare and valuable Mississippi Re- 
ports, Codes, Digests and Statutes of this State were pur- 
chased from the Library of Judge H. H. Chalmers for the 
sum of $101.00. 

The Librarian should be authorized to purchase or ex- 
change the Mississippi documents that are in excess for any 
of those that are rare. In many instances we had but one, 
two or three copies of the laws of Mississippi, of certain 
years, and should any of these volumes be lost it would 
cause confusion, and valuable records would be lost. 

I will append to this reporta list of the laws of Mississippi 
now in the Library, which have been added to, within the 
past few years.

The appropriation for 1888 of $750.00 was expended for 
repairs on the State House—lightening rods, pumps, fence 
ing, ete. ete. This amount was expended by order of the 
trustees ; all bills were itemized, and approved by them, and 
the vouchers are on file in the Auditor's office. 

The appropriarion for the year 1889 was, under the law, 
“to be expended by, and under the direction of the Keeper 
of the Capitol." i 

In Appendix C, I have therefore submitted an itemized 
account ofall the money I have paid out; the receipted bills 
are on filein the First National Bank. 

] have endeavored to discharge the duties of the position 
so as to avoid all extravagance and yet to meet the require- 
ments of the law in such a manner that the public service 
should not be degraded. ‘ j 

The coverings on the floors of the House of Representa- 
tives and the Senate Chamber, had not been removed for 
twenty-two years. They wereinadreadful condition, and the 
decay had extended to the flooring, which necessitated some 
new planks being laid on the floor of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The doors in either hall were badly dilapidated, 
and had to be repaired. The Speaker’s room was newly 
papered, and à handsome portiere procured for each hall. 
The hallway to the House of Representatives and the clerk's 
room of both House and Senate were newly carpeted; the 
‘desks in both houses cleaned and repaired ; new stoves and 
new curtains were bought; some necessary painting and 
repairs on the walls of the House of Representative, and 
many other minor repairs were made. 


These duties have been such as to require me to give my’ 


constant attention and personal supervision to details. 
-I trust the expenditures have been made in a satisfactory 
manner.
